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MARKET  SUMMARY  - JANUARY  1969 

The  Chattanooga  Order  MINIMUM  uniform  producer  price  is  $6.l6  per  cwt  . at  pool  plants 
for  milk  testing  3 -5%  butt  erf  at  . The  producer  butterfat  differential  is  8.0  cents  for 
each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below  3 -5%  test . This  is  a price  increase  of 
43  cents  above  January  1968  Order  producer  price. 

In  January  1969;  78.7%  of  the  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in 
Class  I at  $6.72  per  cwt.  and  21-3 % was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $4.27  per  cwt.  The 
January  butterfat  differential  for  Class  I was  8.0  cents  and  Class  II  was  7*6  cents. 

Total  producer  milk  received  during  January  1969  was  22,758,046  pounds  which  is  an 
increase  of  4,525,285  pounds  or  24.8%  compared  with  January  1968.  The  January  daily 
average  deliveries  per  farm  from  619  producers  was  1,186  pounds.  This  compares  to 
546  farms  delivering  a daily  average  of  1,077  pounds  per  day  during  January  1968. 

PRODUCER  MILK  BASES  - 1969 

Federal  Order  milk  bases  for  producers  will  be  announced  by  February  28,  1969*  Milk 
Bases  were  established  during  September  1968  thru  January  1969.  These  bases  are  to 
be  used  for  calculating  payment  to  producers  for  milk  deliveries  during  March  thru 
July  1969*  If  you  do  not  receive  your  Milk  Base  Notice  soon  after  March  1,  1969, 
please  notify  the  Market  Administrator,  P .0 . Box  8085,  Chattanooga,  Tenn.  37411. 

DAIRY  FARMERS  TO  VOTE  ON  NEW  GEORGIA  MILK  ORDER 

A final  decision  was  issued  January  l6,  1969  containing  the  proposed  Georgia  Federal 
Milk  Order.  The  decision  is  based  on  a public  hearing  held  in  Atlanta  June  1968  and 
also  reflects  exceptions  submitted  to  USDA  after  issuance  of  its  recommended  decision 
of  November  19,  1968. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  will  hold  a mail  referendum  to  determine  if 
dairy  farmers  approve  a proposed  new  Federal  Milk  Marketing  Order  to  regulate  milk 
handling  in  Georgia.  A separate  referendum  of  individual  dairy  farmers  will  be 
held  concurrently  on  a base-excess  plan  for  paying  dairy  farmers  under  the  Georgia 
Order.  Two-thirds . of  the  dairy  farmers  voting  must  approve  the  proposed  order  for 
it  to  become  effective. 

The  Order,  if  issued,  would  set  minimum  prices  to  dairy  farmers  for  milk  supplied 
to  handlers  doing  business  in  the  marketing  area.  The  handlers  would  pay  for  milk 
according  to  how  they  use  it  (Class  I or  Class  II)  . The  farmers  would  get  a 
uniform  price  for  their  milk  through  a marketwide  pooling  system. 

The  Georgia  Order  would  include  the  same  kind  of  provisions  for  pricing  milk  from 
other  sources  as  in  other  Federal  Milk  Orders,  and  would  have  the  usual  provisions 
for  administering  a Federal  Milk  Order.  Copies  of  the  Final  Decision  containing 
the  tentative  order  may  be  obtained  from  the  Dairy  Division,  Consumer  and  Marketing 
Service,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.  20250.
